WORTH THINKING OVER 



With the passing of summer and the return to standard 
time in the offing, we again question the advisability from 
the merchants' point of view, of Wednesday afternoon 
closing, especially in the light of the opening in October 
of the military camp. There is not a doubt in the world 

that the boys, one thousand strong drawn from the disrict 

or farther afield, will be visited by their relatives and 
friends in goodly number. Wednesday is mid-way through 
the week, and a day likely to be chosen for visiting. 

Can the Alain Street afford to have the Hub of North 
York looking like a deserted village? We think not! 

And we are not the only ones who think so. Several 
of the merchants claim that the agreement entered into

Many of our citizens were asking themselves the 
question — "What good the military camp would do the 
town, and was it worth the expense, that the municipality 
would have to go to in laying sewer, water and power 
lines to the camp?" We think by now that the "Doubting 
Thomas* are beginning to see light and get a clearer picture 
of the magnitude of this windfall. 

Friday was pay day, and one hundred and fifty New- 
market men received cheques varying from S30 up. It is 
a safe estimate that S6,000 for wages was paid to these 
fellow citizens of ours. And there will be more pays like 
this. Add to this a hundred or more men boarding here, 
buying the odd bit of merchandise when down town at 
night, and you will see that the camp is a real asset. 

This is just the beginning of things, and while the con- 
struction of the camp will, we imagine, put more dollars 
directly into more pockets than when everything is in full 
swing, there is no telling just how far the blessing will go. 
Needless to say, the restaurants, show, tobacco stores, drug 
stores, gift shops and haberdashers will benefit the most 
from the presence of a thousand extra men in our midst. 
Yes, it should be a big boom for .Main Sreet, and indirectly 
the town in general. 



WARNING 



" Prime Minister Churchill's .superb confidence is the 
stronger for being tempered by repeated warnings to his 
people to be prepared for even harder struggles. The 
British War Secretary, Anthony Eden, has also been partic- 
ularly sharp in cautioning the British people against think- 
ing that the worst of the Nazi storm has passed. In the 
last month Britain's air defense and the destroyer-for- 
bases trade have heartened the whole English-speaking 
world. For that very reason all who are aroused to oppose 
totalitarianism by thought or action now have special need 
to keep awake, editorially comments the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

Dispatches from Joseph Harsch, The Christian 
Science Monitor's correspondent in Berlin, point out that 
there is confidence in Germany also in the higher com- 
mand that when plans are complete they can be carried 
out. He says too that nothing would help the Nazis more 
than to have opponents fall into the "comfortable assump- 
tion that Herr Hitler has missed another bus." We shall 
do well to recall that nearly every totalitarian success of 
the last year has been preceded by a period when those 
about to be overwhelmed were lulled into a complacent 
and false sense of security. 

Mr. Churchill's latest warning were underscored by 
air raids which forced a recess of the House of Commons. 
His report that in the raids on the British Isles the Nazis 
are losing three machines for one British and six flyers 
to one British, only emphasizes his statement that "the 
need of the enemy to obtain a decision is very great." 
There is good reason to accept the British rather than the 
German figures on losses. The British arc on the field 
where most of the losses are counted, their pilots and 
planes are known to he superior in quality, and if Ger- 
man figures were correct there would be no reason to 
abandon daylight raids. 

Why the Germans have continued (heir attacks when 
lasses were so great is only explainable on the thesis that 
they were still perfecting plans for invasion and that 
llights over Britain were giving them necessary informa- 
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everything supports the conclusion that they have by no 
means decided not to attempt a major assault, v 

The sinking of a German troop ship off Norway points 
to possible preparations there. They are known to have 
lion, not only as to geography and defense measures but as 
to the most promising methods of attack. However, 
gathered meuvand materials at the closest French ports, 
and Italian troops are reported shifted to possible jumping- 
off places to be a major part of the "suicide squadrons." 
Also all estimates place the German available air strength 
at figures at least double anything they have yet released 
over Britain. And not only in September's clear weather, 
but in the fall and winter mists the danger will continue. 
The warning, either for those who do the fighting or those 
who also serve by waiting, cannot be too strong.

He was 
shocked at the use of "tire" for what in England is called 
a "tyre," and decidedly shocked at some other spellings 
he noticed, among them being "Foto-Nite" for what should 
have been "Photo-Night." 

And well he might be! He has a lot of other shocks 
coming when he sees more of this new Canadian-United 
States spelling. We are sometimes shocked, or disgusted, 
ourselves at the liberties taken with the English language 
spelling and have frequently wondered what is to become 

of the spelling of future generations if this sort of thing is 

to be continued and enlarged upon. 

"Midnite" is another word in use just now by some 
theatres that stage after midnight shows, and there are 
many other distortions that are no credit to their inventors. 
They may be cute, but they are positively ignorant. 

There are plenty of mistakes made innocently in our 
language without deliberately manufacturing new ones. 

We are no grammarian, but we felt rather disgusted 
one time, as we have told before in these columns, to hear 
a university graduate on being asked how successful he 
had been on his year's work, reply: "Oh, I think 1 dbjae 
pretty good this year!" Heavens! If one has to go/to 
university to learn to speak like that, it might be better 
to stay home and swear like the rest of us nitwits who did 
not have the opportunity of attending these temples of 
"higher" education. Or should it be "hire?"

stuck in bottles. We are snug and 
warm and I partake of the best 
meal 1 have had in many months. 

Elaborate Menu 

This is the menu: A 12-pound 
salmon caught an hour before 
dinner, plenty of butter, new po- 
tatoes, fresh tomato and lettuce 
salad wilh dressing, turnips, peas 
wholewheat mullins smothered in 
corn syrup, finishing oil" with tea. 

The explanation of the menu 
was thrift bargaining with Ice- 
landic farmers who grow their 
vegetables in glass houses warm- 
ed by water pipes from hot 
springs. The potatoes are grown 
outdoors. 

What these French- Canadians 
really think of Iceland is light- 
ened by their sense of humor. 
One husky lieutenant who is a 
physical instructor in Montreal, j 
calls this country ''Satan's ash- 
pile." 

No Wild Animals 

The French-Canadians are now 
reconciled to the fact that there 
are no wild animals here except 
an occxsional fox. When some 
of them first saw some of the 
shaggy, long-horned sheep they 
thought they saw mountain goats. 
Thinking the "goats" were ready 
to charge, they took accurate aim, 
lired and the sheep fell dead. The 
army paid the bill to the irate 
farmer and the result was mutton 
stew for many days. Now they 
leave the sheep alone.
